While Miss Spence is getting letters from the South, com-
plimentary letters are being received by the hotel people from negro sym-
pathizers in the North. ‘But,” Miss Spence said to-day when she told of
the $1,000 draft from New Orleans, ‘I am going to work. I expeet to take
one of the positions offered me in the South, probably the one in the
Hotel Hauston, Texas, just as soon as I get my damage sait well in hand.’ ”

TH1s being the two-hundredth year of John Wesley's birth, the Method-
ists of the country have commenced the celebration of the bi-centenary of
Methodism. Of John Wesley himself, the Rich-
John Wealey. mond Times-Dispatch says : y“.l'olm Wesley was
the man for the crisis of his time. He was raised up for a great work,
and for a necessary retorm; he realized the divine nature of his call,
and with the courage and heroism of Baul of Tarsus he went mantully
and fearlessly and devontly fo the task, and accomplished the work that
was set before him. The ehurch bad become in his day a great machine,
and its one object seemed to be to exploit itself and to make a strong or-
ganization, largely regardless of the religious needs of its membership.
John Weeley, with the true spirit of democracy and the trus spirit of
Christianity in his heart,Saw that ihe true aim of the church should be to
exploit the individual, to promote individual piety, and that the church
was worse than useless when its activities were turned in any other diree-
tion. The little society which he organized within the church of England
was tounded upon thia principle, upon the principle of personal plety. It
was a small beginning ; it was like the bit of leaven which a woman hid in
three measures of meal, but it was the leaven of righteousness, and at once
it began to work, nor did it cease until the lump had expanded in all direc-
tions and until 1t was entirely leavened. The whole Christian world caught
the spirit of Weeleyanism, and to-aay there is no church worthy of the
name In all Christendom which has not his spirit, which does
not exert itself for the promotion of personal religion among its members.
John Wesley is remembered and glorified and beloved by the Christian
world when men more famous than he haye been forgot, because he loved
much and deyoted his life and his talent and his great heart to the cause
of humanity. It is meet and right that the Methodists of the world should
celebrate the glorious achievements of this glorions man, and it is meet
and right that Christians cf all denominations should join with them in
this notable religious festival.”

THE great railroad wreck which occurred near Raleigh last week turns
the attention of the public to the matter of safety in travel. According to
the statement by the News and Observer, the

m in Travel. wreck was caused by rotten cross ties. It ‘ was
stated, however, that the engineer in charge of the train said that the con-
dition of the cross ties had nothing to do with the wreck. He said it was
an ordinary case of the train jumping the track. Whether the condition
ol the cross ties was responsible for the accident or not, the wreck develop-
ed the fact that many of the cross ties along the road at that point near
Raleigh were rotten ; and this the railroad authorities ought to have known
and remedied. It is a very easy matter to find fault with any person or
anything, and we are aware that the public is often unreasonable in restrie-
tions against railroad companies, simply because they are corporations. In
this feeling we take no share and for it we have po patience. But all pub-
lic carriers ol passengers are under a paenliir obligation to the public. In
the first place, they charge the public fall price for the service rendered,
for which we have no complaints to make. We belleve in fair and just
compensation for all services by whomsoever rendered and for whomsoever
done. But the peculiar obligation under which such carriers are to the
public, is the implied contract for safety i1n transportation. The public has
learned to look at railroad and steamboat travel as an indispensable factor
ol modern life, and desires to look upon such travel in confidence of safety,
When the rallrodd trains advertise their schedulee they do not insure the
public against accidents, but they impliedly say that they have used
due diligence to make their carriages reasonably safe, that they are using
and will continue to use diligence to keep the public protected against
dangers by accidents, so far as they can. From this standpoint, then, the
railroads and steamboat lines which propose to carry the public are criminal
